For the college interested person undecided 
on major educational courses of study or 
career plans. The general study program de- 
signed provides maximum academic exposure 
to assist the student in choosing a course of 
study. 


For the student interested in career and tech- 
nical education. These programs include 
Technical, Business, Flight Attendant/ Travel 
Careers and Health Service. Either an Associ- 
ate Degree and/or a Certificate of completion 
are awarded in these vocational programs. 


Lower division study for the student planning 
to transfer to another college or university with 
approximately 60-70 units. 
Ideally the student should have completed 
high school courses: 

1. Math through Algebra Il. 

2. One science laboratory. 

3. Three years of English. 
These are generally needed to meet college 
course prerequisites (needed to enter 
courses). Admission to the College is not re- 
stricted to students meeting these prerequisites 
as they are also available at Cypress College, 
but those students completing these courses 
in high school will save themselves time and 
make college studies easier. Students who 
plan to transfer to another college or uni- 
versity for upper division study should have 
a minimum of 2.5 GPA for high school study. 
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f. The foreign visa student must offer evidence 
of financial responsibility. 

8. A foreign visa student will not be recommended 
for a work permit unless two semesters or more 
of college work with a 2.0 average or better have 
been completed. 

9. A foreign visa student seeking concurrent 

enrollment must have the student’s primary 

college certify that the admission requirements 
listed in 7a, b, c, and f have been met. 

Procedures for admission for foreign visa 

students (9) are: 

a. File an application. 

b. Submit notarized English translations of all 
academic records. 

c. Submit scores of the test of English as a 
Foreign Language (TOEFL). 

d. Submit a signed statement of the student's 
financial resources. 

11. Foreign visa students (F-1) will not be accepted 
for admittance to any Nursing Program. 

After completion of the above requirements the 
student will be considered for admission and will be 
notified of the student’s acceptance or rejection. If 
accepted, the student will also be sent an immigration 
|-20 form and registration information.

ADMISSION OF VIETNAMESE 
AND CAMBODIAN REFUGEES 


Vietnamese and Cambodian students who present 
an Immigration and Naturalization Service Form 1-94 
granting them “Parolee” or “Refugee” status will be 
admitted to Cypress College in accordance with the 
following regulations: 

1. The student must be able to show that a level of 
academic training equivalent to an American high 
school education has been achieved. 

2. The student must pay non-resident tuition until at 
least one year after “Permanent Immigrant’ 
status by the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service has been granted. (Government funds 
may be available to assist the student in meeting 
this requirement. Inquiries should be made to the 
College Financial Aids Office on the second floor 
of the library.) 

3. In order to make certain that all of the above 
requirements are met in time to register, the 
student should. apply by February 1 for the 
Summer Session, March 15 for the Fall Semester 
and by August 1 for the Spring Semester. 


HANDICAPPED STUDENTS 

All entering students with a physical handicap are 
urged to contact the campus’ Roosevelt Center for 
Disabled Students. Special programs have been 
designed to assist the handicapped in the registration 
process. These services include: priority registration, 
special parking stickers, individual counseling, keys to 
elevators permitting access to classes on upper levels, 
and assistance in applying for available benefits. 


PROCEDURES FOR ADMISSION 
To gain admission to the college, an applicant 
should: 
1. File a written application for admission on the 
form provided by the college. Forms are available 
at the Admissions and Records Office and at local 
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high schools. This, application should be 
submitted to the College as early as possible in 
the semester preceding the semester in which 
admission is sought. 

2. Contact high schools and all colleges of previous 
attendance and have transcripts of all high 
school and college work sent to Cypress College. 
Many classes have prerequisites which can be 
validated only by referral to the high school 
and/or college transcripts. The transcript also is 
necessary to validate high school graduation. 

3. Placement tests are required prior to admission 
into any class which has an English eligibility 
requirement. Foreign visa students and those 
whose transcripts show successful completion of 
a college-level English class are exempted from 
this requirement. 


To meet this requirement, the American 
College Test (ACT) is recommended. Scores from 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) and School 
and College Abilities Test (SCAT) are also 
accepted. Applicants planning to take more than 
6 units or 2 classes who do not submit results 
from one of these examinations will be required to 
take the placement test administered by the 
college. Check with the Admissions and Records 
Office for times and dates. 


COUNSELING 

New students planning to enroll for more than six . 
units will be required to attend an orientation session 
with their counselor prior to registration. Information as 
to the time and place of this orientation will be made 
available to the student by the counseling division after 
an application has been filed. At orientation new 
students will meet with their counselors and be assisted 
in preparing for registration. : 


REGULAR REGISTRATION 

Registration at Cypress College is by appointment 
only. New and returning students who file early 
applications (prior to July 31 for the fall semester, 
December 20 for the spring semester, and May 31 for 
the summer session) will receive registration informa- 
tion on a first-come, first-served basis. Students 
applying after the above dates will receive later regis- 
tration dates at the time they file their application. 

At registration, which normally takes place in 
August for the fall semester, January for the spring 
semester and June for the summer session, applicants 
will complete the registration process. This process 
must be completed in person during the scheduled 
hours of registration or the applicant will not be 
allowed to attend classes or receive credit for classes. 
The registration process includes: filing of necessary 
forms, selection of classes, verification of residence 
and payment of required fees. No student will be 
allowed to begin registration without the money 
required to pay the necessary fees. More specific 
information regarding registration may be obtained by 
contacting the Admissions and Records Office. 


LATE REGISTRATION 
Applicants who apply too late to register during 
regular registration may register late if their appli- 
cation is turned in to the Admissions and Records 
Office prior to the end of the first week of the semester 
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(or the first two days of summer session). Applicants 
registering in this manner will be given late registra- 
tion appointments and will be required to obtain 
their classes by petitioning instructors directly. 
Special instructions for this procedure will be avail- 
able at the time of late registration. 

Throughout the registration process (including 
class petitioning) certain deadlines must be 
established. These deadlines are necessary in order to 
comply with State attendance laws and must be 
complied with by all students. Failure to comply with 
these deadlines may mean that the student will not be 
registered and will not receive credit or be allowed to 
attend classes. 


ATTENDANCE AT FIRST CLASS 
Registration is completed only by attendance in 
class. Consequently it is extremely important for a 
student to attend the first class meeting after 
registration, since instructors may drop students who 
do not appear for the first meeting in order to make 
room for others who may desire to take the class. 


RESIDENT REQUIREMENTS 


This statement is a general summary of the 
principal rules on residency and their exceptions and 
should not be construed as the actual expression of the 
laws used by admissions officers for residency 
determination. Reference should be made to Chapter 7 
(commencing with Section 22800) of Division 16.5 of 
the Education Code, regulations of the Board of 
Governors of the California Community Colleges in 
Chapter 1 (commencing with Section 5400) of Division 
5 of Part IV of Title 5 of the California Administrative 
Code. 

Resident of North Orange County Community 
College District: Any student who has had legal 
residence in California for one year or more 
immediately preceding the residence determination 
date and who has residency within the boundaries of 
the North Orange County Community College District 
at the time of registration for college shall be classified 
as a district resident. 

Resident of Another District: Any student who has 
had legal residence in California for one year or more 
immediately preceding the residence determination 
‘date and who has residency within the boundaries of a 
community college district other than North Orange 
County Community College District will be classified as 
a resident of that district. Any student classified as a 
resident of another district may be required to present 
an interdistrict transfer permit from that community 
college district before being admitted to Cypress 
College. 

Nondistrict Resident: Any student who has had 
legal residence in California for one year or more 
immediately preceding the residence determination 
date and who is residing in a territory that is not in a 
community college district shall be classified as a 
nondistrict resident. 

‘Nonresident: Any student who has not had legal 
residence in California for one year or more 
immediately preceding the residence determination 
date shall be classified as a nonresident. 

Residence Determination Date: The residence 
determination date is that day immediately preceding 
the opening day of instruction of the quarter, semester, 

-or term as set by the Board of Trustees, during which 
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the student proposes to attend Cypress College. 

Each person enrolled in or applying for admission 
to a California Community College is, for purposes of 
admission and/or tuition, classified as a “district 
resident,” a “nondistrict resident,” or a “nonresident.” 

If a student is classified as a district resident or a 
nondistrict resident, admission to the college will be 
accomplished without nonresident tuition. Students 
classified as nonresidents will be required to pay tuition 
in an amount set by the government board of the 
district of enrollment. 


Generally, residency requires actual physical 
presence in California, coupled with an intent to 
make one’s home here. One’s state of mind is 
subjective; hence, it is necessary to look at objective 
indications of the student’s intent. 

Examples of evidence that aid the college 
admissions officer in identifying that intent, but which 
are not individually decisive, are possession of a 
document of California origin such as a driver's license, 
a current utility bill, a receipt for registration to vote, a 
current lease, rental agreement, or rent receipt 
showing the student's name and address and place of 
residence, a library card, state and federal income tax 
information, a current charge account or credit, or a 
checkbook. 

Any one or a combination of these gives some 
indication to the admissions officer of the student's 
intent. Possession of the necessary intent coupled with 
the durational requirement of one year will satisfy the 
residency requirements, and the student may be 
classified as a resident student. 

Unmarried minors (those under 18 years of age) 
are by law incapable of establishing their own 
residence, notwithstanding their physical presence 
within California. An admissions officer will use the 
following guidelines for the determination of a minor 
applicant’s residence: 

If both of the minor’s parents are living, the 
residence of the minor will be the residence of the 
parent with whom the minor is living or with whom the 
minor was last living. In cases where one parent is 
deceased, the minor’s residence will be that of the 
living parent. In cases of adoption or guardianship 
where either natural parent is not living, the residence 
of the adopting parent or the guardian is the residence 
of the minor. 

A minor whose parents are not living and who 
does not have a legal guardian may establish an 
independent residence. However, a student who is a 
minor and has a parent living may not by independent 
action establish residence, nor will the appointment of 
a guardian or the relinquishment of the parent's right of 
control give that minor the ability to establish an 
independent residence. 


Exceptions: 

If the student would otherwise be classified as a 
nonresident, but fits within one of the following 
exceptions, a resident classification may be granted 
until such classification is obtained. 

The exceptions are: 

a. Minors who remain in California after their 
parents, who had previously resided within 
California, moved from the state prior to the 
resident determination date, and the minors 
continue full-time attendance at a tax- 
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DEFINITION OF UNIT 

Course work at Cypress College is measured in 
_ terms of semester units. A “unit” equals one hour of 
‘lecture or three hours of laboratory work per week in 
most courses. Several combinations of lecture- 
laboratory hours exist in special situations. For each 
unit taken, a student should also expect to spend two or 

three hours in out-of-class preparation.

AUDITING COURSES 
All courses must be taken for credit. Students are 
not permitted to audit courses, and they may not attend 
classes in which they are not officially enrolled. 


HONORS AT ENTRANCE 

Students entering Cypress College as first-time 
coilege students may qualify for “Honors at Entrance” 
by having earned a 3.5 G.P.A. in high school, physical 
education grades excluded. This achievement is 
indicated on their. college transcript. Application to 
have this done should be made in the Admissions and 
Records Office during the student's first semester of 
attendance. 


COSTS 

Except for nonresident students, no tuition fee is 
required for enrollment. Textbooks, supplies, and 
physical education equipment for individual use vary in 
cost according to the program elected and ordinarily 
will be approximately $15.00 per unit. 

Students who have been determined to be 
nonresidents shall be required to pay a nonresident 
tuition fee as follows: 

Full-time (30 units) nonresident tuition fee for the 
academic year 1978-79 is $1425. Per-unit nonresident 
tuition fee is $47.50. 

Citizens and residents of a foreign country and 
nonresident students enrolled for six units or less are 
not exempt from the nonresident tuition fee.

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‘Pursuant to Education Code 25424.7, 25425 
and 2545.1 and district policy, Cypress College 
has a mandatory health fee and an optional 
parking fee. : 

The health fee is $5.00 per semester (and 
$3.00 for summer session) for each student 
regardless of the number of units the student 
might be taking. Any student who depends 
exclusively on prayer for healing in accordance 
with the teachings of a bona fide religious sect, 
denomination, or organization, providing that the 
student presents documentary evidence of an 
affiliation with such bona fide religious sect, 
denomination, or organization, shall be exempt 
from paying such a fee. The health fees are used 
exclusively to finance health services and facilities 
available to all students. The health fee is non- 
refundable for any student who has enrolled in 
one or more classes. 

Only those students who wish to use the 
campus parking lots are required to pay the 
optional parking fee, the amount of which is 
determined each year on the basis of parking 
needs. Revenue from parking fees, are used 
exclusively to offset costs of campus parking. 

An activity card also is available at a nominal 
cost and provides free or reduced admission to 
campus programs and activities. 


CREDIT EARNED DURING 


MILITARY SERVICE 

Upon completion of 40 units, including atleast 12 
units at Cypress College, a veteran, with an average 
grade of “C” or higher, may petition for military credit 
by submitting for evaluation the various documents 
and transcripts representing completion of military 
training, completion of USAFI courses and military in- 
service training. Veterans shall receive graduation 
credit in Physical Education and Health by presenting 
to the Registrar verification (on form DD 214 or other 
approved form) of the completion of basic training and 
one year of active duty in a branch of the Armed 
Services. All credit for experience in the military service 
and courses completed in the USAFI will be allowed 
only as recommended by the American Council on 


Education. CLASS TRANSFERS 

1. A student may, at any time during the semester, 
change from one section to another of an identi- 
cal course with the same instructor provided the 
instructor and the student's counselor both 
approve. 

2. A student may transfer to a class at the same or 
different level in the same subject area at any time 
during the semester, provided both instructors 
and the student’s counselor approve. 
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ability to warrant entering sequential courses. 
Passing (1 grade point). Substandard grade 
indicating the meeting of minimum require- 
ments only earned as a result of low exam- 
ination scores; generally inaccurate, in- 
complete or late assignments; inadequate 
grasp of abstract ideas; barely acceptable 
mastery of pertinent skills; or insufficient 
evidence of ability to make advisable the 
enrollment in sequential courses. 


- Failing (no grade points). Non-passing grade 


indicating failure to meet minimum 
requirements earned as a result of non-passing 
examination scores; inaccurate, incomplete or 
late assignments; failure to cope with abstract 
ideas; inadequate mastery of pertinent skills; or 
repeated absence from class. 


Incomplete (no grade points, no units 
attempted). Unfinished work, otherwise 
passing, indicating that an important 


assignment, such as a‘term paper,’ final 
examination or experiment is missing (for 
illness or other sufficient reason) but can be 
submitted to complete the course. An 
incomplete grade may not be assigned as a 
withdrawal grade, nor is it used if the student 
has completed all course requirements. 
Withdrawal (no grade points, no units 
attempted, no units completed). A “W” is a 
grade indicating that the student has withdrawn 
from college or dropped from class prior to the 
completion of the semester. The grade 
indicates that the course has been cancelled 
from the student's program of study without 
credit and is not included in the grade point 
average computation. 


Credit (no grade points, no units attempted, but 
counts for units completed). “Credit” means 
that credit has been earned for the course 
although there are no grade points and the 
grade is not used in computing grade point 
average, and will reflect performance 
equivalent to a “C” or better under the letter 
grade system. : 

No Credit (no grade points, no units attempted, 
no units completed). A “No Credit” means that 
neither units nor grade points have been 
earned. 

In accordance with state law, ‘the 
determination of the pupil's grade by the 
teacher, in the absence of mistake, fraud, bad 
faith, or incompetency, shall be final.” Students 
having a grievance relative to a grade received 
from an instructor should follow procedures 
detailed under “Petitions” in this Catalog.

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C. Any student with a grade point average of less than 
1.75 in all units attempted in each of any two con- 
secutive semesters of attendance shall be dis- 
missed at the end of his second semester, unless 
circumstances relating to that student warrant an 
exception..All exceptions are to be made at the dis- 
cretion of the Petitions Committee. The exclusion 
policy does not apply during the Summer Session. 

D. A student receiving three or more W's during a 
semester when these W’s represent 50 percent or 
more of the grades received shall be placed on 
scholastic probation for the following semester. 

E. Any student placed on scholastic probation 
because of excessive W’s will be removed from 
probation if in his next semester of enrollment he 
receives no more than two W’s. All exceptions are 
to be made by the Vice President, Student Per- 
sonnel Services. 

F. A student shall be dismissed from the college for 
one semester if, while on probation for excessive 
W’s he receives three or more W's in one semester. 
All exceptions are to be made by the Vice President, 
Student Personnel Services. This exclusion policy 
does not.apply during the Summer Session. 

G. A student dismissed because of low grade point 

- average or excessive W’s will be considered for re- 
admission after a full semester of exclusion. pro- 
vided that he presents a new application and a 
written petition for readmission that shows evi- 
dence of satisfactory adjustment to the Vice 
President, Student Personnel Services. If re- 
admitted, the student shall continue on scholastic 
probation for that semester. 

H. Students subject to scholastic probation or dis- 
missal are automatically considered ‘‘conditional” 
registrants with their programs immediately 
subject to adjustment as soon as probation or dis- 
missal status becomes known. Full-time students 
on probation normally will be limited to programs 
of twelve units or less. 

|. Scholarship dismissal policies do not apply to 
students who have earned an Associate degree 
unless they are enrolled for six or more units during 
any one semester. © 

J. Students are notified on their report card when they 
are placed on probation and by mail when they are 
dismissed. Scholastic dismissal is recorded on the 
student’s permanent record. 


REPEATED COURSES 


Students may not repeat a course in which they 
received a “C” or above. They may repeat only oncea 
course in which they have received a“D”, “F”, “FW”, or 
SNA”? 3 
In the case of arepeated course in which a student 
previously received at Cypress College a “D”, “F’, or 
“EW”, the original grade and grade points will be 
crossed out upon petition by the student the grade and 
grade points for the repeated course will be given with- 
aut double counting of units attempted. If the original 
grade and grade points were received at another 
college, they will be “forgiven” and not computed in 


the required “C” average for graduation. Petition forms _ 


may be obtained from counselors or the Records 
Office. 
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COURSE PROGRESSION 


Students are expected to take courses on an 
accepted progressive basis. Students are not to 
receive credit for classes which are considered lower 
in degree of advancement than those already taken. 


CREDIT-NO CREDIT GRADING 


The following policies govern credit-no credit 
grading: “ 

1. A maximum of six units per term of credit/no credit 
will be allowed. 

2. A maximum of 12 units of credit/no credit, exclud- 
ing Guidance 40 and work experience, will be 
allowed at Cypress College. 

3. All units earned on credit/no credit shall be disre- 
garded in determining student's G.P.A. at Cypress 
College. 

4. The units earned on credit/no credit shall be 
counted toward AA or AS requirements for 60 units. 
If a course is transferable with a letter grade, it is 
also transferable with credit grade, subject to the 
limitations imposed by the transfer institution. See 
catalog of transfer institutions and/or your coun- 
selor for further information. ‘ 

5. Students must specify that they wish to take a 
course as credit/no credit during the second week 
of that course. 

6. Students will be unable to change grading systems 
during the term or thereafter. 

7. A“credit grade” will reflect performance equivalent 
to a“C’” or better under the letter grade system. (i.e. 
“D” or “F” performance will receive a “no credit” 
grade.)

“W” POLICY 


It is recognized that, on occasion, students may 
have situations develop that force them to withdraw 
from aclass prior to its successful completion. For the 
purpose of this policy a “W’ is viewed as an indication 
that a student has withdrawn from a course without 
affecting the student’s G.P.A. A ““W’” is given, therefore, 
under the following conditions and in the manner 
prescribed: 


| Semester Courses 
a. First Six Weeks 
Student or instructor may initiate the with- 
drawal, but in either case a “W’ will be given. 


b. Second Six Weeks 


Student or instructor may initiate a withdrawal. 
A “W’ will be given if the student is passing the 
course at the time of withdrawal and, except in 
extenuating circumstances, an “F” will be given 
if the student is failing at the time of withdrawal. 


c. Remainder of Course 
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Planning,” “Personal Awareness,” “Decision Making,” 
and “Women and Careers.” ‘ 


CAREER PLANNING CENTER 


The Career Planning Center provides occupa- 
tional/career counseling and guidance and job/ 
vocational/career information. Specialized counsel- 
ing is available for those who need help in identifying 
alternatives open to them, career possibilities, college 
majors, and career or occupational programs available 
at Cypress College, four year colleges and universi- 
ties, or other educational institutions. 

The Career Planning Center is located on the 
second floor of the library building and is open both 
during the day and the evening as well as during the 
summer. ; 

‘The objective of the Center is to provide help to 
persons who are uncertain about where they are going 
or what options and alternatives are open to them. It 
also assists individuals who wish to change occupa- 
tions or reenter college after being away from school 
for some time. Help is also available on getting a job 
and holding a job. 


HEALTH SERVICES 


_ Cypress College is able to offer students health 
services made possible by a health fee of $5.00 per 
semester ($3.00 for Summer Session) required of all 
students. This fee must be paid before a student can 
complete registration and is not reimbursable after the 
semester has officially begun. 
Health Services available to all students include: 
* Accident Insurance. All students are covered by 
an insurance policy which provides coverage for acci- 
dents while on the campus during required atten- 
dance, while at any other location as required by 


‘ college-sponsored activities, while using college- 


sponsored transportation to and from college activi- 
ties, while going directly between home and the 
college for the purpose of attending classes, and while 
participating in any athletic activity at or for the 
college. 

Registered Nurse. A full-time registered nurse is 
available for emergency treatment, health counseling, 
referral to appropriate agencies, and visual and 
hearing screening. 

Physician. A physician is available on campus 
during prescribed hours by appointment for such pur- 
poses as emergency treatment, preliminary diagnosis, 
health counseling and referral, immunization and 
physical examinations. 

Psychologist and Psychiatrist. A psychologist and 
psychiatrist are available on campus during pre- 
scribed hours by appointment for such purposes as 
emergency treatment, preliminary diagnosis, health 
counseling and referral, and referral counseling. 

Trainer. A trainer is available during prescribed 
hours for the purpose of whirlpool and therapeutic 
treatment on the recommendation of a doctor, taping, 
and treatment of first-aid emergencies. 

In addition to these professional services, the 
College is planning group activities which will give 
interested students an opportunity to discuss a variety 
of topics relating to health including drugs, smoking, 
weight control, emotional problems, and physical 
handicaps. Literature relating to health and safety will

also be made available. 

To make use of any of these health services or to 
get further information, students should contact the 
Health Center located between Administration Build- 
ing and the Admissions and Records Building. 


FINANCIAL AIDS | 


Finances are often a problem for students 
attempting to get a college education. The costs of 
attending a community college can range over $2800 
per academic year, including room and board. To 
assist students who have financial problems while 
attending school, the College had developed a Finan- 
cial Aids program that includes student loans, scholar- 
ships, grants, and part-time jobs. Students needing 
such assistance should make inquiries at the Student 
Placement/Financial Aids Office, located on the 
second floor of the Library Building. 

Loans. The Federally Insured Student Loan and 
the National Direct Student Loan are available to those 
students who qualify on the basis of family income, 
need, academic standing, and unit load. Community 
college students are generally limited to $500 per 
semester on either loan. Repayment begins after com- 
pletion of the student’s education, providing he or she 
remains in school at no less than half-time status. 

Small book loans may also be obtained from the 
Cypress College Loan Fund. Application for such 
loans should be made through the Financial Aids 
Office. These loans are repayable during the semester 
in which they are made and carry no interest charge.

These services, provided free by the college, 
Originate at the Roosevelt Center for Disabled Stu- 
dents, located on the ground floor of the library build- 
ing, and are all part of the “Operation Wheels” 
program. Roosevelt Center is a resource and social 
room providing a personal liaison between the student 
and other campus supportive services, as well as off 
Campus services. 

Wheelchair athletics have played a large part in 
the activities of handicapped students. Adaptive 
physical education classes typically include: instruc- 
tional bowling, league bowling, individualized weight 
training and body conditioning, archery, wheelchair 
and modified basketball, swimming, fishing, billiards, 
golf, and wheelchair track and field activities. The 
Cypress College Chariots wheelchair athletic teams 
are very active in track and field meets and wheelchair 
basketball. They are currently competing in the Cali- 
fornia Wheelchair Athletic Conference (CWAC) along 
with other community college teams.

PROGRAM FOR RETURNING WOMEN 


The Women’s Program is designed to meet the 
special needs and concerns of women returning to 
education for personal enrichment or career training; 
increase their present career potential; or change their 
lifestyle. The development of the program will entail 
course offerings on a “block” and regular class 
schedule, rap sessions and group and _ individual 
counseling. Please check the class schedule for 
details. 


CHILD CARE 


The Campus Children’s Center is located in 
Building AE-3. The Center is designed for children, 
ages two through six, whose parents are enrolled in 
Cypress College. A supervisory program consisting of 
art, story telling, science, music, indoor and outdoor 
free play is offered. Contact the Children’s Center or 
the Student Activities Office for further information. 


' PARKING AND TRAFFIC CONTROL 


All campus traffic and parking regulations are 
enforced by the City of Cypress Police Department. 
Students are advised to follow parking regulations and 
signs carefully. — 

Use of the campus parking lots is restricted to 
students and staff paying a parking fee. This fee may 
be paid daily, or a semester parking permit may be 
purchased at the time of registration or anytime during 
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the semester. Those paying the semester fee will 
receive a parking lot permit authorizing use of any of 
the six campus parking lots. Payment of the parking 
fee does not guarantee a parking space, but it will gain 
admittance to the lots. 

The parking permit should be carried by the 
student or staff member at all times so that it can be 
used to exit from the parking lot; otherwise the 25¢ fee 
must be paid upon leaving. Lost permits cannot be 
replaced except by payment of another fee. 

Those who do not wish to pay the parking fee may 
park without charge in available space on Circle Drive 
or on streets adjacent to the campus. 


FOOD SERVICES 


There are five food service facilities on campus 
open during the day and/or evening hours for the 
convenience of the student body. Each offers a menu 
variety as well as patio eating accommodations. In 
addition, students are welcome to eat in the Culinary 
Arts restaurant and snack bar. 


CAMPUS BOOKSTORE 


The Cypress College Bookstore provides a 
complete line of educational materials for student 
puchase. Textbook and supplementary reading 
material, along with all necessary school supplies, are 
offered for sale. Net proceeds from Bookstore sales 
are used to support the student activity program. 


STUDENT HOUSING 


Housing is not available on the College campus. 
Students interested in off-campus housing should 
contact the Student Activities Office for suggested 
quarters. 


LIBRARY 


Cypress College completed its permanent four- 
story library building in 1969. This facility is carpeted 
and air-conditioned to provide maximum comfort to all 
patrons. Available resources include individual study 
spaces, group study rooms, an outside patio study 
area, typewrites, adding machines, two photocopiers, 
various listening and viewing stations, and a display 
area. At present, only the third and fourth floors are 
used for library purposes. The first floor contains the 
audio-visual. and acquisitions departments, while the 
piazza level is being utilized for certain student 
personnel services. 

The library's growing book collection contains 
more than 50,000 volumes. Supplementing them are 
Current subscriptions to over 550 magazines and 
newspapers, including microfilm editions. Other 
media include tapes, recordings, slides, pamphlets, 
government documents, college catalogs, and maps. 
Reference and circulation services are located on the 
third floor. Here is also found a large browsing area, 
where new books, paperback books, and current 
periodicals are displayed. Library materials and 
patrons are brought close together by the 
interspersing of seating with the shelving. Students 
have free access to all materials and may borrow 
Circulating books for two weeks. The Library of 
Congress classification system is used throughout the 
library. An orientation program in library methodology 
is conducted each semester for all new full-time 
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With the introduction of the “House Plan,” 
individual governments have been set up in each 
House. 


STUDENT ACTIVITIES 


The student activity program at Cypress Collegeis 
intended to achieve the following objectives (1) to 
provide opportunities for the development of the social 
and cultural interest of students, (2) to provide 
opportunities for the development of leadership and 
responsibility, and (3) to promote college spirit and 
student morale. Student activities are an integral part 
of college life, and all students are urged to take an 
active part in some phase of the student activity 
program, depending upon their personal interests and 
abilities. 

Some of the activities planned are social events, 
such as picnics, dances, concerts, banquets and 
informal “feeds”; cultural activities, such as plays, 
musical presentations, lectures, and films; special 
interest activities, such as departmental clubs, and 
athletic activities. 


MEN’S INTERCOLLEGIATE 
ATHLETIC PROGRAM 


The Cypress College Chargers are members of 
the Southern California Conference, composed of 
Cypress, Los Angeles City, Golden West, LA Harbor, 
Rio Hondo, Santa Monica, and LA Southwest 
Colleges. 

The Chargers compete in conference 
competition in football, cross country, water polo, 
wrestling, basketball, track, swimming, tennis, 
baseball, golf, and soccer. 


ELIGIBILITY FOR MEN’S AND WOMEN’S 
INTERCOLLEGIATE ATHLETICS 


Athletic eligibility rules and regulations adopted 
by the Southern California Conference and the 
California Junior College Association are rigidly 
enforced at Cypress College. In general, eligibility 
rules require that every candidate for an intercollegiate 
athletic team (1) be a resident of the North Orange 
County Community College District and (2) be 
enrolled in at least 12 units of work at the time of 
competition and complete 12 units of work for each 
semester of official enrollment in 12 units or more. 

Since this is only a general guideline and athletic 
eligibility rules are rather complex, questions 
regarding eligibility should be Refered to the Vice 
President, for Student Personnel Services for 
clarification.

Excerpts from the appropriate sections of the 
“Administrative Guide” are available to students at the 
time of registration. All students are expected to read 
and to become familiar with these standards. 


DRESS CODE 


Students are expected to dress in good taste. 
Attending class or entering any campus buildings 
while barefooted or bare-chested is specifically 
prohibited. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 
HISTORY 


Cypress College received nationwide attention as 
the “Instant Campus” in its first year of operation of 
1966. It received this recognition as a result of record- 
breaking completion of the temporary campus in only 
74 days. In the summer of 1966, 19 temporary 
relocatable modular buildings were erected. The 20th 
building was erected in 1967 for the purpose of 
offering programs in aeronautics and stewardess- 
hostess training. These buildings, set in a pleasantly 
landscaped environment on the southeast section of 
the campus, continue to be used for general 
administrative, health, and bookstore services. Many 
of the buildings continue to be used as college and 
adult education classrooms and laboratories. 
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viable student government system. 
Learning Skills: 

The College’ will develop and offer programs 
designed to correct deficiencies in the educational 
backgrounds of those students in need of such 
assistance. These programs shall, upon _ their 
completion, provide the students with the skills 
necessary for them to benefit from the College 
program. 

1. The College will utilize test results and trans- 
cripts of high school records to help determine 
student academic deficiencies. 

2. Developmental courses designed to correct 
deficiencies in the student's background will be 
initiated and maintained. 

3. Special reading and writing laboratories will be 
established to aid students in development of 
these special skills. 

4. Articulation programs, on a Division/Depart- 
mental level, will be developed with area feeder 
high schools. 

5. Close coordination between the counseling 
and. instructional programs will be developed 
and maintained to ensure good communication 
between these vital aspects of the operation of 
the College. Through the House Plan, the 
offices of the counseling staff and instructional 
staff will be placed in close proximity to facili- 
tate the implementation of this objective. 

6. The College will provide a student educational 
development center for purposes of assisting 
students with disadvantaged background 
through tutoring and special counseling. 


Co-Curricular Function: 

Cypress College will offer broad opportunities for 
students to participate in activities that will exercise 
them intellectually, culturally, and physically. 
Students will be encouraged to participate in the 
specific program of their choice. 

1. The College will provide advisors and facilities 
for a program of student activities to stimulate 
and exercise the intellectual, cultural, social, 
and physical interests of students. 

2. The College will provide an intercollegiate ath- 
letic program, performing arts, journalism, 
forensics, graphic arts and opportunities for 
participation by special interest groups.

Cultural Development: 

Cypress College will encourage cultural 
programs, forums, lectures, musical, dramatic, 
literary, athletic, and other programs appropriate to 
the full service of the citizens of North Orange County. 
The College will work closely with members of the 
community to assure that their needs and desires are 
carefully considered in the development of the full 
program.

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EINSTEIN HOUSE 
(Science/Math) 

This House was named after Albert Einstein, a 
great American physicist and mathematician. Einstein 
was a professor of mathematical and theoretical 
physics at the Institute for Advanced Study in 
Princeton, New Jersey. He devoted much of his time to 
research based on tensor calculus and developed his 
“special” theory of relativity. By challenging certain 
self-evident axioms, Einstein arrived at a new 
conception of space in which the three classical 
dimensions of length, breadth, and height were 
inextricably related:to the fourth dimension, time. His 
contributions to the Quantum Theory and his studies 
of thermodynamics, photochemistry, and Brownian 
movement were of utmost importance.

MUIR HOUSE** 
(Social Science) 

This House was named after John Muir, an 
American naturalist and explorer, 1838-1914. Because 
of a consuming desire for knowledge, he educated 
himself on a farm and entered college, taking however, 
no degree because he didn’t want to conform to a 
prescribed curriculum. After college he went on 
extensive foot tours and his explorations took him 
through much of the U.S., Canada, Alaska, and many 
other parts of the world. Journals of his observations 
and reflections later became a basis for his writings. 
His conservation efforts such as _ writing for 
newspapers and magazines helped to establish 
Sequoia and Yosemite as national parks and to cause 
the first federal conservation laws to be passed.

SCHWEITZER HOUSE 
(Health Sciences) 
This House was named after Albert Schweitzer 
(1875-1965), a German scholar, humanitarian and 
founder of the Schweitzer Hospital in Lambarene, 
Galon, Africa. Won fame in four well-defined fields: 
music, theology, philosophy, and medicine, as well as 
in the more general, but nonetheless important area of 
spiritual example and charismatic personal witness. At 
the age of nine he was sent to live with his scholarly 
great-uncle in Mulhouse. Under the stern, unfrivolous 
standards of his great-uncle he intensified his 
precocious interest in politics, theology and other 
serious concerns. He earned his doctorate in. 
philosophy at the University of Strasbourg, with a 
thesis on Kant, and later held aseries of administrative 
and teaching posts at the university.

DEFINITION OF PREREQUISITES 


A “prerequisite” is a course which must be 
completed before enrollment in certain courses. For 
example, Spanish 101 is a prerequisite for Spanish 102 
and must be completed before enrolling in Spanish 
102. If a course has a high school prerequisite such as 
algebra and the student has not had this, the necessary 
algebra course must be completed in college before 
entering the proposed course. Prerequisites are listed 
in the description of courses in the catalog. 


GRADUATION REQUIREMENTS FOR THE 
ASSOCIATE IN ARTS DEGREE OR THE 
ASSOCIATE IN SCIENCE DEGREE 


_ Requirements for graduation with an Associate in 
Arts degree or an Associate in Science degree are 
prescribed by the State Board and the Board of North 
Orange County Community College District. 

These are as follows: 

1. Completion of at least 60 units with a grade-point 
average of 2.00 (“C” average) in a college approved 
curriculum. (‘‘l,” “F,” “W,” and “No-Credit” grades 
do not give course credit.) “D” and “F” grades 
received in courses outside of the statutory and 
program requirements may be “forgiven” and not 
computed in the required “C” average for gradua- 
tion. All units attempted, however, will be posted to 
the transcript and may be computed in the grade- 
point average by the college to which a student 
transfers. 

2. Of the required 60 units, a student must complete: 

' (a) the last 12 units at Cypress College and atten- 
dance during the semester of qualification for 
graduation; or 

(b) a total of at least 24 units at Cypress College. 

3. Filing of an Application for Graudation and all col- 
lege transcripts -at the time of registration for the 
semester in which the degree is to be granted. Stu- 
dents who file late applications may be required to 
graduate at a later date. 

4. Minimum Course Requirements: 

Physical Education Activities Classes — All stu- 
dents who expect to receive the A.A. or A.S. Degree 
or transfer to a four year college are required to in- 
clude one semester of physical education in their 
curriculum. This requirement does not apply to stu- 
dents over 21 years of age, to individuals who have 
completed basic military training and one year mili- 
‘tary service, or to those individuals who are certified 
by competent medical authority to be physically 
handicapped. 

Students applying for the AA degree must complete at 

least 20 units in humanities, social science and/or 

learning skills. Students applying for the AS degree 
must complete at least 20 units in science, math and/or 
technical subjects. Students who have already been 
granted the Associate Degree wil not normally be 
granted a second Associate Degree.

MEDICAL SECRETARY PROGRAM

Learning 

The nursing faculty of the Associate Degree 
Registered Nursing Program believes that learning 
is a dynamic process, ongoing throughout the life 
cycle, which results in a change in behavior.

The curriculum provides opportunities for facilitating 
learning based on individual differences.

The purpose of the curriculum model is to 
provide a framework so that students can relate course 
content to the conceptual model of the individual as 
an adaptive bio-psycho-social being in continuing 
interaction with the environment. Behavioral re- 
sponses enable a person to adapt to environmental 


’ demands as the person moves toward the ultimate 


goal of self-actualization. Learning experiences are 
planned to incorporate the health problems of indi- 
viduals in all age groups and at various placements 
on the health-illness continuum. 
Nursing and the Nursing Process 

The function of nursing is to identify the needs of 
the client and to promote or support the client's 
optimal level of adaptation on the health-illness 
continuum. The nurse’s role is to identify the be- 
havioral responses and to intervene between the 
person and the stressful stimuli. ; 

The nursing process, based on the application of 
principles derived from the biological and behavioral 
sciences, is used as a systematic approach in the 
planning and implementation of individualized 
nursing care for a patient/client. 


REGISTERED NURSING PROGRAM 


The program educates nursing students for 
patient/client services in a variety of settings.

GENERAL EDUCATION BREADTH 
REQUIREMENTS FOR CALIFORNIA

Requirements for graduation from California state 
colleges include completion of certain courses in 
general education. It is strongly recommended that 
students planning to transfer to a state college as 
juniors take as many as possible of these courses at 
Cypress College, since satisfaction of general- 
education breadth requirements at a state college will 
generally prolong the four-year program of study for 
the bachelor’s degree or require students to take 
summer courses. Proper planning should normally 
enable students to satisfy the general-education 
breadth requirements concurrently with the require- 
ments for graduation from Cypress College. 

Cypress College is permitted to certify that a 
student has satisfied the basic 40-unit general ed- 
ucation requirements established at California State 
Colleges. Requests for such certification should be 
made to the Records Office at the time of requesting a 
transcript. To qualify for certification by Cypress 
College a student must complete the last 12 units 
required for certificate at Cypress College and be in 
attendance during the last semester prior to certifi- 
cation; or complete at least 24 units at Cypress College 
and be in attendance during the last semester prior to 
certification. 

To meet general education requirements and 
obtain certification, students must complete courses 
in the five categories listed in addition to required 
courses in physical education. A course or sequence 
used to satisfy a requirement in one area may not be 
offered to satisfy a requirement in another area. 
Some state colleges will not allow students to count 
courses in their major field as part of general education 
requirements.

MATERIALS SCIENCE (F) 3 Units 


Prerequisite: Physics 140, 201 or 221 and Chemistry 
120 or 130. 


Two hours lecture and three hours laboratory per 
week. 


A study of the structure, composition, and physical 
and chemical properties of common metals and 
alloys employed in manufacturing and construc- 
tion. Includes introductory analysis of the relation- 
ship of internal structure to physical properties, 
elementary metallurgical principles, and the control 
of physical properties through heat treatment and 
mechanical working.

An introductory ‘course in AC and DC circuits 
with emphasis’ on the measurement of electrical 
quantities using equipment such as the volmeter, 
ammeter, ohmmeter, capacitor-checker, oscillo- 
scope, impedance bridge, potentiometer and watt- 
meter. Also introduced are some basic electronic 
circuits using solid state devices, and the use of the 
transistor tester. This course is designed for those 
wishing to continue beyond Basic Electricity 51 or 
as the first course in an electronic engineering tech- 
nology program.

A comprehensive study of the analysis of AC and 
DC circuits. This course is designed for those 
majoring in electronics. The following topics are 
covered: Thevenin's and Norton's theorems, net- 
work analysis, capacitors, magnetic circuits, in- 
ductors, alternating current, complex numbers, 
series and parallel AC circuits, power factor correc- 
tion, resonance and transformers.

GEOLOGIC WORK 
EXPERIENCE 1-4 Units 


Prerequisite: Geology Technology 150,151, or 250, 
251, or concurrent enrollment. 


One hour lecture per week plus five hours super- 
vised employment per week in geologically related 
work for each unit of credit. 


On-the-job training for selected students with 
approved firms. Incudes job analysis, job applica- 
tions, interview, and employee-employer relations. 
Course offers practical experience in geology 
related fields. 


PHYSICAL GEOLOGY 4 Units 


Prerequisite: None. High school physics or chemis- 
try, or Physical Science 100, or equivalent recom- 
mended. 


Three hours lecture, two hours laboratory, and one 
hour discussion/quiz per week. 


An introductory study of the composition, structure, 
and geologic features of the earth with emphasis 
upon the physical forces and events which govern 
origin, distribution and change of the earth and its 
surface. Laboratory work includes identification of 
rocks and minerals, interpretation of topographic 
maps and geologic survey data, study of landforms 
and rock structures, and some field trips. 


HISTORICAL GEOLOGY 4 Units 
Prerequisite: Geology 100, or consent of instructor. 


Three hours lecture, two hours laboratory, and one 
hour discussion/quiz per week. 


An introductory study of the origin and geological 
history of the earth and evolution of its plants and 
animal habitants. Laboratory work includes study 
and classification of fossil specimens, analysis of 
fossil records found in the earth’s crust, and 
application of fossil interpretation to geological 
science. Several field trips will be arranged. 


GEOLOGY TECHNOLOGY (S) 4 Units 


Prerequisite: Prior completion or concurrent enroll- 
ment in Geology 100. 


Three hours lecture, two hours laboratory and one 
hour discussion/quiz per week. 


Techniques for development of geologic maps, 
cross-sections, display charts and geologic photo- 
graphy, including remote sensing. Includes 
practice in lettering, scaling, and three dimensional 
illustration through orthographic and auxillary 
projections as applied to preparation and interpre- 
tation of geologic maps. Other topics considered 
include geologic drilling procedures, paleontol- 
ogical and core sampling techniques, and methods 
used for analysis of geologic samples. Materials, 
equipment and supplies used by geologists, includ- 
ing their acquisition, operation, maintenance and 
inventory will be presented.

Three hours lecture, two hours laboratory and one 
hour discussion/quiz per week. 


Study of construction of a stratigraphic section 
through use of thickness measurements, use of the 
brunton and alidade instruments, field sampling 
and note taking, and preparation of geologic 
samples including thin sections. The use of the 
computer for analysis of geologic data is considered. 
An introduction in engineering geology, soils 
engineering, and geophysical surveying for. geol- 
ogy technicians is presented, including visits to 
governmental geologic agencies and museums.

GERMAN 2-2-2-2 Units 
Prerequisite: German 102 or consent of instructor. 
Two hours lecture per week. 


Practical conversation with emphasis on the idio- 
matic usage of the language. Topics concern 
German life, culture, and current events. In addition 
to the use of the required text, students will prepare 
for this class through the study of books, maga- 
zines, newspapers and other current material.

Focuses on emotional, behavioral, social, and 
environmental aspects of healthful living in today’s 
world. This class provides comprehensive system- 
atic coverage of essential health topics. The class is 
oriented to student interests. Many sides are shown 
in each issue. Not only are health problems defined, 
but the class suggests solutions and methods of 
prevention as well. The class invites student aware- 
ness and involvement in vital health issued. The 
class contents are: mental health and mental illness, 
human sexuality, reproduction and birth control, 
stimulants and depressants, nutrition and digestion, 
chronic diseases, marriage and family life, con- 
sumer and environmental health. Satisfies state 
requirements in community and personal health 
instruction. (Credit by examination.)

TRENDS IN THE HEALTH CARE 
DELIVERY SYSTEMS 

Prerequisite: None. 

Two hours lecture per week. 


A core course designed for students interested in 
the health professions and especially those prepar- 
ing for careers in health care. Emphasis is placed on 
the ever-changing mode of health carein the United 
States; where it is available, how it is financed, the 
responsibilities of numerous health resources, and 
their relationship to one another. Includes the his- 
tory and development of medicine, dentistry, and 
the numerous emerging allied health professions. 
Provides the students with a broad knowledge of the 
trends in health care delivery systems. Primarily for 
majors in two-year health occupation programs, but 
open to others as space permits. 


HEALTH SCIENCE SEMINAR ‘2-1 Unit 
Prerequisite: Enrollment in one of the nursing 
programs. 

Eighteen hours per semester; nine hours per quarter. 
Selected or assigned topics are utilized to enhance 
learning in specific courses and basic nursing tech- 
niques. Films, filmstrips, slides, games and re- 
source materials are provided for the students use. 
(It is a credit-no credit/letter grade option course.)

The continuing survey of the development of the 
United Kingdom as a civilization. Special emphasis 
in this course will be placed on its political and 
cultural expansion around the globe.

PEOPLE AND CULTURE IN 
EAST ASIA 

Prerequisite: None. 

Three hours lectue per week. 


A general introduction to the East Asian cultural 
area. East Asia, by definition, is China, Japan and 
Korea.

Introduces student to the special techniques of tape 
recorded interviews to document 20th century 
history. Areas of study to include interviewing tech- 
niques, taped interviews, historical editing and 
transcripts of,interviews. (Does not satisfy General 
Education requirements in Social Science.)

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HUMANITY AND THE ARTS (F) 3 Units 


Prerequisite: None. 
Three hours lecture per week. 


Designed to provide the student with integrated and 
basic knowledge and understanding of the major 
developments and trends in Western culture 
through an examination of three major areas of 
human endeavor: literature, art, music. This course 
covers the Baroque and Neoclassicism, Romanti- 
cism, Realism and Impressionism, and the Modern 
World. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 


INTRODUCTION TO LAW 
ENFORCEMENT 


Prerequisite: None. 

Three hours lecture per week. 

The philosophy and history of law enforcement; 
organization and function of federal, state, and local 
law enforcement agencies, survey of professional 
career opportunities and the qualifications required.

CRIMINAL LAW 3 Units 
Prerequisite: 100 Introduction to Law Enforcement. 
Three hours lecture per week. 

A study of the elements of crimes against persons, 
property, and the state as they are recognized inthe 
Penal Code and General Laws of California. Parties 
in crime, culpability and incomplete offenses are 
presented from the point of view of the peace officer. 


MATHEMATICS 
COLLEGE ARITHMETIC 


Prerequisite: None. 
Three hours lecture per week. 


A course for students wishing to review basic arith- 
metic skills. Includes an introduction to the struc- 
ture of arithmetic and the real number system, 
whole number arithmetic, fractions, decimals, per- 
cent, measurement, and informal geometry, and 
applications of arithmetic to common problems.

ELEMENTARY ALGEBRA 
Prerequisite: None. 
Four hours lecture per week. 


An introduction to the methods of algebra. Includes 
basic operations of real numbers, basic operations 
of polynomials, factoring, fractions, solution of 
linear equations and inequalities, graphing of linear 
equations, systems of equations, integral expon- 
ents, radicals, and solutions of quadratic equations.

PRINCIPLES OF 
MATHEMATICS 3 Units 


Prerequisite: Mathematics 20 and Mathematics 30, 
or high school algebra (one year) and plane 
geometry, or equivalent, with grades of “C” or 
better. 


Three hours lecture per week. 


A general education course in mathematics. Meets 
the elementary education credential requirements 
for prospective teachers. Topics covered include 
history of mathematics, numeration systems, 
elementary set theory, the real number system and 
its subsystems, and elementary intuitive geometry. 
Designed primarily for prospective elementary 
school teachers and liberal arts majors. 


INTERMEDIATE ALGEBRA 4 Units 


Prerequisite: High school algebra (one year) with 
grade of “B” or better; or Mathematics 20, or equiva- 
lent, with grade of “C” or better. 

Four hours lecture per week. 


Topics include sets, axioms for the real number 
system, polynomials, solutions of linear and quad- 
ratic equations and inequalities, exponents and 
radicals, linear and quadratic functions and their 
graphs, exponential and logarithmic functions, and 
systems of equations. 


FINITE MATHEMATICS 3 Units 


Prerequisite: Mathematics 110, or two years of high 
school algebra, or equivalent, with grades of “C” or 
better. 


Three hours lecture per week. 


An introduction to mathematical logic and set 
theory, combinatorial analysis, finite probability, 
matrices and linear systems, descriptive statistics, 
with applications to fields of business, economics, 
biological sciences, and behavioral sciences. 


STATISTICS 3 Units 


Prerequisite: Mathematics 110, or two years of high 
school algebra, or equivalent, with grades of “C” or 
better. 


Three hours lecture per week. 


An introduction to the elements of statistical analy- 

sis. Includes an intuitive approach to the study of 

probability and probability distributions, measures 

of central tendency and dispersion, sampling tech- 

niques, parametric and nonparametric tests of 

hypothesis, point and interval estimation, linear 
regression, and correlation. Applications to busi- 

ness, biological sciences, and the social sciences 

are emphasized. 


APPLIED MATHEMATICS 4 Units 


Prerequisite: Mathematics 20, or high school

Four hours lecture per week. 


A course in applied algebra and trigonometry for 
students in engineering, industrial, or science tech- 
nology programs.

Prerequisite: Must be concurrently enrolled in 
Concert. Wind Ensemble 161AB. 

One hour lecture and two hours laboratory per 
week. . 

Study and performance of standard dance band 
materials and jazz. Emphasis on tonal, rhythmical, 
and textural concepts of commercial instrumental 
music. 


INSTRUMENTAL 
CHAMBER MUSIC 2 Units 


Prerequisite: Ability to perform on a standard 
orchestral instrument including piano. Concent of 
instructor. 


One hour lecture and three hours laboratory per 
week. 


Designed to expose instrumental students to small 
ensemble repertoire through rehearsal and perfor- 
mance. Music to be selected from the Renaissance, 
Baroque, Classical, Romantic and Contemporary 
periods.

community. 


APPLIED MUSIC 1-2 Units 


Prerequisite: Concurrent enrollment in Harmony 
and Musicianship and a performing group. 

One hour lecture and five hours supervised practice 
and thirty minute lesson per week for one unit; one 
hour lecture and ten hours supervised practice and 
60 minute lesson per week for two units. 


College credit for off-campus individual instruction. 
Student to select the private instructor. Department 
to supervise and approve the music literature for 
study. Performance level examination required 
each semester. Maximum credit four units. 
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APPLIED WOODWINDS 2-2 Units 


Prerequisite: Proficiency on woodwind instrument 
to qualify for instructor's approval. 

One hour lecture and three hours laboratory per 
week. 

Applied music for woodwind majors relating to ad- 
vanced techniques with emphasis on individual 
development. 


INTERMEDIATE GUITAR 1-1 Unit 


Prerequisite: All students must be able to read 
music and apply their reading directly to the guitar 
as well as having a knowledge of movable chord 
forms on a remedial level. 


One hour lecture and one hour laboratory per week. 


Study of scales and chords and arpeggios in all 
keys, improvising, accompanying, and current 
styles of guitar playing such as folk, jazz, classical, 
and flamenco. , 


ADVANCED 
(APPLIED) BRASS 2-2 Units 


Prerequisite: Proficiency on brass instrument to 
qualify for instructor's approval. 

One hour lecture and three hours laboratory per 
week. 

Applied music for brass instrument players relating 
to advanced techniques with emphasis on indivi- 
dual development. Private instruction on a variety 
of materials including etudes in all major and minor 
keys, articulation and flexibility studies, orchestral 
excerpts and solos. 


COLLEGE CHORUS 
Prerequisite: None. 

One hour lecture and two hours laboratory per 
week. 


A study of standard choral literature. Emphasizes 
part singing, intonation, breath control, vocal devel- 
opment, style eras and musical devices. The chorus 
makes several public appearances each year. 
Course designed for the non-music major.

CONCERT CHOIR 2-2 Units 


Prerequisite: Consent of instructor.

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CYPRESS CHORALE 1 Unit

Rehearsals plus performances during Fall semes- 
ter. Musical performances to be presented at home 
football games and selected community activities.

ROCK ENSEMBLE 1-1 Unit 
Prerequisite: Must be concurrently enrolled in 
Concert Wind Ensemble 261AB. 

One hour lecture and two hours laboratory per 
week. 

Study and performance of standard dance band 
materials and jazz. Emphasis on tonal, rhythmical, 


and textural concepts of commercial instrumental 
music. 
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NURSING OF CHILDREN (F) 5 Units 


Prerequisite: Sophomore standing in Registered 
Nursing program. 

Four hours lecture, eighteen hours laboratory per 
week for one quarter. 


This course offers the basic principles of Nursing 
of Children and the clinical applications on the 
health-illness continuum. Special emphasis is 
placed on the physical and psycho-social assess- 
ment of the infant-child and his family, as well as 
pharmacology, nutrition, and health teaching. 


MATERNAL AND 
NEWBORN NURSING (F) 5 Units 


Prerequisite: Sophomore standing in Registered 
Nursing program. 


Four hours large group session and eighteen hours 
clinical laboratory per week for one quarter. 


This course provides theory and clinical experience 
in caring for the pregnant family in all phases of the 
maternity cycle. Although emphasis is upon the 
normalcy of pregnancy, the care of common com- 
plications is included. Pharmacology, nutrition, 
psycho-social concepts, and health teaching are 
integrated. 


ADVANCED MEDICAL-SURGICAL 
NURSING (S) 9 Units 


Prerequisite: Sophomore standing in Registered 
Nursing program, 244 Nursing of Children and 245 
Maternal and Newborn Nursing. 


Four hours of assembly and fifteen hours of clinical 
practice per week. 


This course provides theory and clinical experience 
in caring for medical-surgical patients with com- 
plex nursing needs. The course is based on the con- 
cept that the patient is a total being at a point on the 
health-illness continuum. Leadership skills (team 
leading, primary nursing), drug therapy, diet thera- 
py, and psycho-social concepts are integrated 
throughout the course. Experiences in leadership 
and caring for patients in acute care units are pro- 
vided. Mini-modules on assessment, patient teach- 
ing, and community resources are also included. 


» The needs of all adult age groups are included. 


ISSUES IN NURSING (S) 1 Unit 


Prerequisite: Concurrent enrollment in 246 Ad- 
vanced Medical-Surgical Nursing. 


One hour seminar per week. 


This course focuses on the emergence of regis- 
tered nursing students into the practitioner role in 
the clinical setting. Content includes history of 
nursing, ethical responsibilities of the registered 
nurse, career opportunities, legal aspects, Current 
legislation and licensure procedures for the regis- 
tered nurse. 


VOCATIONAL NURSING . 


The courses listed below are open only to those students accepted 
in the twelve-month vocational nursing program. For additional in- 
formation see section on nursing under “Suggested Programs.”

NURSING (F) 72 Units 


Prerequisite: Admission to Vocational Nursing 
Program. 


Eight hours lecture and twenty-one laboratory per 
week for the first 9 weeks. 


This course is an introduction to nursing concepts 
of health and illness. Emphasis is placed on ac- 
quiring competency in the practice of nursing skills 
based upon the scientific principles of nursing care. 
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Vocational Nursing 
Application of the learning process is provided 
through laboratory practice in the clinical setting. 
Psychosocial and emotional needs of the patient, 


basic physical and life science concepts, normal 
nutrition and introductory pharmacology are in- 
cluded. 


MEDICAL-SURGICAL 
NURSING | (F) 7'2 Units 


Prerequisite: 55A Fundamentals of Nursing with 
grade of “C” or better. 


Eight hours of lecture and twenty-one hours lab- 
oratory per week for the second 9 weeks. 


This course focuses upon bio-psycho-social con- 
cepts of medical-surgical nursing. Emphasis is on 
pathophysiology related to adaptive problems 
affecting the patients placement on the health- 
illness continuum. Modes of assessment and inter- 
vention in the treatment of the hospitalized patient 
are integrated with clinical experience. 


MATERNAL AND CHILD 
HEALTH NURSING (S) 8% Units 


Prerequisite: 141B Mathematical Concepts in the 
Administration of Medications with a grade of “C” or 
better and 55B Medical-Surgical Nursing | with a 
grade of “C” or better. 


Ten hours of lecture and twenty-one hours labora- 
tory per week. 

This course focuses upon the needs of the maternity 
patient, infant, and child. Emphasis is placed on the 
bio-psycho-social needs of the family. These in- 
clude integration of the reproductive process, nor- 
mal child growth and development, and care of the 
sick child. This course combines traditional and 
modular approaches to learnings. 


MEDICAL-SURGICAL 
NURSING II (S) 8'2 Units 


Prerequisite: 141B Mathematical Concepts in the 
Administration of Medications with a grade of “C” or 
better and 55 B Medical-Surgical Nursing | with a 
grade of “C” or better. 


Ten hours of lecture and twenty-one hours labora- 
tory per week. 


This course is a continuation of 55B. The focusison 
nursing care of the adult patient, a bio-psycho- 
social being, with medical-surgical needs. Empha- 
sis is placed on the adaptations necessary for opti- 
mal health. This course will be implemented by tra- 
ditional and modular instruction. 


MEDICAL-SURGICAL 
NURSING Ill (SS) 9 Units 


Prerequisite: 56 Maternal and Child Health Nursing 
with grade of “‘C” or better and 57 Medical-Surgical 
Nursing II with a grade of “C” or better. 


Four and one-half hours of lecture per week and 
twenty-seven hours laboratory per week. 


This course is designed to correlate knowledge of 
the nursing process in caring for medical-surgical 
patients of all ages with complex nursing needs. The 
student is assisted in identifying priorities and in 
evaluating the effectiveness of patient care. Empha- 
sis is on vocational relationships, legal aspects, 
mental mechanisms, emergency/disaster nursing, 
community resources and employment opportuni- 
ties. The student's role as a graduate vocational 
nurse is stressed in this unit of instruction. The 
traditional and modular -approach will be imple- 
mented.
